The challenge 
was made by State Representative 
John P. Devine, Democratic leader in 
the legislature and manager of Nor- 


man L. Jones’ campaign for governor. 

Democratic leaders say they are re- 
Uably informed that Master in Chan- 
cery Charles G. Briggle, who completed 
the hearing weeks ago, has prepared 
his report, but is unwilling to make it 
public before the election on the 
ground that he might be charged with 
piaying politics. 

The Challenge in Brief. 


The master’s report, it is contended, 
wil go far towards establishing 
whether charges that Gov. Small is 
withholding some $2,000,000 interest on 
public funds lected while he was 
state treasurer™(1917-'19) are true or 
false. This is the interest collected on 
loans to Chicago packers and other cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Devine’s challenge, briefly, is 
this: If the report is favorable to 
Small the governor should insist on its 
publication before the election. But if 
Small is held accountable the people 
should know it. If, on the basis of the 
report, it is established that he owes 
the state huge sums of money, he is 
ineligible under the constitution to hold 
public office and the people should be 
saved the expense of a special election 
to elect a governor should Small win 
next Tuesday. 

Devine to Ask It. 


Should Small, as the defendant in 
the case, refuse to request immediate 
publication of the report, Mr. Devine 
declared that he, as a citizen and one 
of the taxpayers in whose behalf the 
suit was brought, will request it. 
Court is in session and there are judges 
with whom the report can be filed, he 
declared. 


“The constitution of Illinois pro- 


‘vides that no person who is indebted 


financially to the state shall be eligible 
for the office of governor,” Mr. Devine

In towns of 10400 or less, 5: in cities 
of from 10,000 te 25,000, 10: in cities of 
from 25,000 to 50,000, 15: in cities of 
from 50,000 to 100,000, 20, and in cities 
of more than 100,000 inhabitants, 25. 

The second proposal also nullifies 
that section of the existing banking 
act which permits directors of a bank 
to fill vacancies on their board by a 
two-thirds vote of the remaining num- 


ber. 
Must Make Affidavit. 

Before a charter for a new bank can 
be issued, if the amendments are ap- 
proved, each subcriber to the institu- 
tion’s capital stock must furnish the 
state auditor with an affidavit indica- 
ting the ownership of unincumbered 
property of a market value at least 
equal to the amount of stock sub- 
scribed. 

The amendment also fixes the mini- 


mum amount of capital necessary to 


establish a bank at $200,000 in cities of 
50,000 or more population instead of 
the $50,000 3 under the present 
statutes.

This includes the sumptuous Rus- 
sian embassy here, one of the most 
luxurious palaces in Paris, which un- 
der the old czar's rule was the center 
of the Paris diplomatic world. It holds 
many treasures and some impor- 
tant archives. 

In Kerensky’s Power. 
The sequestrator also will take over 
stocks and bonds held in the 
name of the former czar and of the 
Russian state, and also consulates and 
other properties throughout the prov- 
inces. These have been in the pos- 
session of Kerensky and his follow. 
ers for the last seven years, although 
they were refugees All will be 
obliged to give up their property now, 
and some trouble is expected as the 
refugees have sold great amounts of 
art treasures belonging to the Russian 
state.

But with 
the chief game warden offering every 
possible coéperation in the establish- 
ment of private hatcheries, we'll wager 
Illinois soon will: have many more 
small ponds from which a steady sup- 
ply of bass and other game fish will 
come to improve the fishing in IIli- 
nois’ lakes and streams.

NOWING the various uses for 
the different varieties of apples 
would be a great aid to the 
farmers who grow and sell them 
and the suburbanite who buys them 
to eat. It is a fact, however, that 
comparatively few growers or city 
consumers are able to pick out a good 
eating or cooking apple. 

Brock of the state agricultural col- 
lege gives some valuable tips that will 
aid in selecting apples intelligently. 

At this time of the year, he says, 
Grimes Golden has no superior for 
either cooking or dessert. A a purely 
dessert apple for this season Jonathan 
is in a class by itself. Kinnaird is an- 
other good dessert apple. 

New York Imperial is the best pie 
apple grown, and it is usually cheaper 
than the strictly dessert apples. De- 
licious is in season the year around. It 
is prized highly as a dessert variety, 
but it is one of the poorest for cull- 
nary purposes. 

Ben Davis, Winesaps, and Willow 
Twig are in season from February to 
June. For sauces, pies, baking, and 
frying, Ben Davis is one of the best. 
It is ranked low as an eating apple 
by many. Willow Twig is a cooking 
‘apple. Illinois grown Winesaps rank 
high as dessert apples, but poor for 
cooking purposes. 

Use Rome Beauty for cooking; Sa- 
lome for cooking and dessert. Melu- 
tosh vies with Jonathan for first place 
as a fall dessert apple. Staymen Wine- 
sap ranks close to Grimes for baking, 
pies, and sauces. Black Twig and 
Minklers are good for storing. All of 
these apples will keep in a cellar 
through April.

day at the closing session of the fourth | 


biennial convention of the United 
Lutheran Church in America at the 


Edgewater Beach hotel. The conven- 
tion adjourned to meet in Richmond, 
Va., in 1926. 

The speaker was Dr. A. G. Voight, 
dean of the Southern Theological semi- 
nary, Columbia, S. C., who opposed an 
appropriation of 35.000 to the young 
people's society of the denomination. 

Let the church criticize the young 
people less and trust them more,” he 
said.

Harry Hodgin, Philadelphia, urged 
the necessity of fostering young peo- 
ple’s work before it is too fate. 

“Ninety per cent of young people 
decide on their life calling before they 
are 16 years of age,“ he said.

And so the quality of the bread we eat 
is very largely determined by the hered- 
ity of the yeast cells that make it rise. 
Modern baking, as distinguished from 
the older shop craft or kitchen practice, 
is a most,undemocratic art. It is based 
upon exclusiveness. 

Baking could probably never have been 
successfully industrialized until bread 
making was standardized. It could not 
have been standardized while it re- 
mained a gamble. Baking was a gamble 
as long as the baker was unaDile to con- 
trol the behavior of the yeast cells. 

That could not be done until it became 
possible to exclude the bad little boys 
of the yeast tribe from the oven partie 

That is why Louis Pasteur, to who 
machinery ard finance were of little in- 
terest, was the father of the machine 
bread industry and ultimately responsi- 
ble for the listing of bakingsshares upon 
the stock exchanges. 

. — 

The modern control of fermentation 
upon which industrialized baking rests 
comes from his discoveries, which even 
in his lifetime were rated as of more 
value to the wine and silk growers of 
France than the indemnity paid to Ger- 
many in 1871. 

The housewife gambled every time she 
made up a batch of dough, because she 
never knew when a wild joy party of 
vagabond yeast cells would come out 
of the air and upset the whole arrange- 
ment. Of course, there were remarkably 
successful home bakers, Whose rigid 
care and empirical methods produced 
toothsome results. Without knowing how 
or why, they accomplished, if they were 
fortunate, what the modern baker can 
count upon with. certainty because of 
his control of yeast and his selection of 
the most desirable strains of yeast. 

But the woman who could most easily 
match the product of the primitive bake 
shop day in and day out cannot dupli- 
cate the results of the modern bakery 
with its mathematically certain proc-
